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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims in this case is the inclusion of: connecting 
member with a tube portion, where an axle for a golf cart is received within the tube 
portion, the axle containing an annular recess, the position of the axle is adapted to be 
fixed within the tube portion by an engaging element that is pivotal and biased by a 
spring towards an engagement portion, in combination with the other elements recited 
not found in the prior art of record.
